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SCHOOL REPORT. 

As the District has decided to do without “supervision’’ 
for the present it again becomes the duty of the School 
Board to report on schools—so once again, after a lapse of 
years that pleasant task falls upon me as “ Visiting Commit- 
tee.’’ 

In submitting the annual report for the fiscal year 
ending Feb. 15, 1910, it is very gratifying to the Board to 
be able to say that in their estimation, every school in town 
has been a good school, and all the teachers have worked in 
a faithful manner and endeavored to do their whole duty to 
every pupil entrusted to their care. Of course, as arule, 
teachers with experience can accomplish more and do better 
work in all ways in the schools, and it is also very true that 
if the same teacher can be retained in the same school year 
after year it is a benefit to all concerned. It is a very fortu- 
nate thing for the schools of Orford that existing circum- 
stances influence so many good teachers to stay in their 
home town and teach, when they could easily, obtain more 
lucrative and advantageous positions elsewhere, so it. is, 
with a feeling of pride, that I call attention to the Grammar 
school at the Street taught by Miss Riley, and the schools 
at the Ville taught by Mr. Harris and Miss Clough. They are 
successful teachers and have accomplished much in the past 
year. It is a pleasure to visit their schools, for I always feel 
well paid and come away with this satisfactory thought in 
my mind, “If the boys and girls do not acquire knowledge 
it is not the fault of the teacher.’’ There was a vacancy in 
the Street Primary School at the end of the school year, 
caused by the resignation of Miss Carpenter, an efficient 
teacher, whom the Board was very sorry to lose. The 
Board considered it very fortunate that Miss Carr of Lyme, 
a teacher of experience, could be secured to fill the vacant 
place. Miss Carr has worked patiently and untiringly in 
the school for two terms and the results have been ex- 
cellent. She is liked by the parents as well as the pupils, 
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and all are glad that she can return for the closing term of 
the year. 

At the Upper Street, Miss Window has taught the ddhodl 
throughout the year, and her pupils show the good results 
of her faithful labors—she goes to fill her place in another 
school with the best wishes of scholars and School Board. , 

The spring term at Davis Town was taught by Miss 
Brown, who gave close attention to her duties.. She could 
stay only one term as she desired to continue her course at 
the Normal School. The Board then engaged Miss Deshan 
of Maine, who has been very faithful in the discharge of her 
duties and has obtained praiseworthy results. It is to be 
hoped that she can return in the spring. We will now briefly 
speak of a few things which may be of interest to all. 

The spring term of the schools at the Street was some- 
what broken up by measles. Some of the pupils were afflicted 
with the disease and others were kept out by order of the 
Board of Health. Too much care can not be taken in con- 
tagious diseases, and the School Board desire to thank the 
Board of Health for the interest it has taken in the schools 
during the year, and for the promptness and efficiency with 
which it has always responded to calls of teachers and Board. 
In the fall term at the Ville,on account of sickness in his 
family, Mr. Harris was absent from his place for four weeks, 
and in the winter term at the Street, on account of illness, 
Miss Riley was obliged to be out of school six weeks. It 
was extremely lucky for School Board, teachers, and every 
one concerned, that Miss Russell, a very able and successful 
teacher, who was “taking a rest’’ from teaching this year, 
very kindly consented to substitute on both occasions. i 

The best bid that the “Committee on eaves spouts,’” 
received was $100 for the two school houses, $60 at the 
street, and $40 at Ville. It therefore appeared advisable 
to the Board to hold the money in the treasury and wait 
for a better bid. Care has been taken at both places to ae } 
vent more damage from being done. (Ron 
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The money appropriated by the district not being suffi- 
cient to complete the repairs to Academy Hall, a subscrip- 
tion paper was circulated by Mrs. Lang and Miss Riley to 
which many people, both in town and out, gladly and gener- 
ously responded, for “very dear to our hearts are the scenes 
of our childhood.’’ Now, thanks to the efforts of Mrs. Lang 
and Miss Riley, the hallis in a fine condition for school 
use. The Visiting Committee attended and enjoyed two 
entertainments during the fall term, one at the Ville Primary 
School, the other given by the Street schools. They were 
instructive and entertaining and seemed to be much appre- 
“ciated by children, parents and all others present. New 
flags have been purchased for all the schoolhouses, as the old 
ones were much worn and delapidated. A new flag staff 
has replaced the old one at Davis Town. The staff at the 
Upper Street has been reset, and a new one has been ordered 
for Orford Street school house. 

New Geographies and a few new Spellers have been 
placed in the schools during the past year, with good results. 
lt will be necessary to have some new Histories and some 
Supplementary reading matter in the coming year. 

New seats are very much needed in the Grammar School 
room at the Street. The present ones must have been in use 
for about half a century, if not more, and are in a deplorable 
state of old age. 

The truant officer has at all times performed the duties 
pertaining to his trying position, in a very successful manner, 
and is of great benefit to the schools. He finds that most 

parents are willing to comply with all school laws, when they 
fully understand them. He reports there were 157 children 
between the ages of 5 and 16, residing in town Oct. 1909. 
As is shown by the statistical table, there have been only thirty 
one weeks of school during the fiscal year. It seemed best 
to the Board to shorten the length of the schools this year, 
and in that manner, have a little money on hand, with which 
to pay bills the first of the year, so if a teacher desires a 
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month’s wages, or a wood bill comes in, the order can be cashed 
at the proper place, the District Treasurer’s, instead of com- 
pelling teacher and wood-debtor to wait for their pay, or 
get their orders cashed at the Bank, or by private individuals. 
For other information concerning expenses, etc., you are 
respectfully referred to the financial reports. 

It is very pleasing to the Visiting Committee as she 
journeys through the town, to notice how interested the 
people, one and all, without exception, are in the schools. 
They want good teachers, they want good schools, and are 
glad to do anything they can to promote the interests of the 
schools, but I thing it is almost impossible for any School- 
Board to keep the schools up to the standard that an edu- 
cated and efficient Superintendent can. The Visiting Com- 
mittee has endeavored to do the best she could under the 
existing circumstances, and has enjoyed the work. She 
wishes to thank pupils, teachers, parents and all for the 
unvarying kindness and consideration shown her by all.
